“Seems like yesterday,” We all 
seem to say. Yesterday, when 
Northeast wasn't segregated. 
When we were all separated but 
should not have been, the time 
when there was Appling, and a 
high school for the Wildcats. A 
time when there were Afros, Bobs, 
bell bottoms, stacks, and leather 
patch jackets, creating a style in 
itself. 

Everyone got along with each 
other, there was a sense of togeth- 
erness, and this was our family. 
Confusion was not the issue in the 
schools, and bitterness was not a 
part of our daily lives. Spirit-filled 
Wildcats roamed the halls of Peter 
G. Appling, the band played, the 
athletic activities were greatly sup- 
ported, and the teachers were on a 
one to one relationship with the 
students. 

As for the teachers, the students 
loved them, listened to them, 
talked to them, became frustrated 
with them, frowned at them, and 
smiled at them. But they were 
grateful. Every student was unique, 
with distinct personalities, within 
the school they had leaders and 
followers, givers and takers, dream- 
ers and doers, some satisfied and 
others dissatisfied. Stopping the 
Wildcats was the hardest task for 
anyone who tried. Determined to 
get out and make it, they con- 
tinued on keeping that Wildcat 
pride for years and years through 
the sixties up until 1970, the last 
class graduated from Appling that 
year. Tears were shed, bur it was 
not sadness. The children had re- 
ceived the dream that was thought 
to be impossible. That dream was 
to become integrated. To stop re- 
ceiving left-over books from the 
other schools, to get the same op- 
portunities that the other students 
that weren't of color received. 

Appling Wildcats were no long- 
er in play, but they were not for- 
gotten, either. The years that had 
passed were good years. There was 
hope for the future. Now they all 
were the Raiders. Blacks and 
whites together. Northeast was as 
it should be — together, united as 
a whole, as real family, as a real 


school. Prejudice should not have been 
the issue of the lives of the teenagers 
that attended. Injustice should not 
have been the issue, all they should 
know now is that the dreamers are 
doers, the satisfied are no longer dis- 
satisfied, and the leaders and followers 
are not behind one another, but beside 
each other. Northeast now was work- 
ing together to prove to the people 
that this could work. 

At first things were of course awk- 
ward because the two races were not 
used to attending the same school. For 
a while, the black people stayed in 
their groups and the whites in theirs. 
It took them a while to get com- 
fortable because there were always 
some stares and whispers behind their 
backs. This didn’t just happen to 
blacks but also to the whites that 
attended this new Northeast. Deter- 
mined, they strove to get along. As the 
years passed by, whites became fewer 
in number, not because the students 
wanted it that way but their parents 
wanted it that way. This still didn’t 
stop the Raiders — nothing could 
then and nothing can now. 

Today is yesterday, we are the re- 
cipients of time, we are the generation 
from yesterday. We're making the 
change for the better. Fantasy then, 
reality now. Nothing has really 
changed except the faces. We still 
have the same spirited teens, the ac- 
ademic achievers and the athletic 
achievers. The styles haven't changed. 
Hairstyles such as Afros, and Bobs are 
on their way back, repeating time as is 
inevitable. Growing up day by day we 
still experience problems. There is still 
injustice in the school for all of us, burt 
that doesn’t stop us. There are still 
conflicts, but we overcome them. 
Nothing is stopping us from fulfilling 
the dreams of our parents and our- 
selves. Their hopes for us can be 
achieved. 

Northeast High School has been 
stereotyped in newspapers, on tele- 
vision, and in every day conversation, 
but we still haven't given up. There is 
something we can do about it. And we 
do, forget about what others say, show 
our Raider pride, and nothing can stop 
us, today, tomorrow, or the future.
